SOUTHERN GLEANINGS. 


While the mail pouch was being taken 
from the Post-office at Lake Providence, 
La., a few nights ago, to the mail-boat, 
the carrier was waylaid and the pouch 
carried off. It was found next morning 
some distance from the point where it was 
taken, cuté open and robbed of all the 
registered packages; also the report of 
Postmaster Jonesof Lake Providence. The 
pouch contained $1,280 in registered pack- 
ages. 

A few days since fire was discovered in 
a two-story frame building, in Mobile, 
Ala., occupied as a grocery store and 
sleeping-room by Mr. Frank Cullen, with 
the upper floors occupied by George Phil- 
lips, owmea of the house, and family, with 
boarders, three in number.

A young 
man named Boofman and a negro, while 
trying to save the goods, were burned to 
death. Fil Myers, a negro porter, was 
buried in the cellar, but was finally res- 
cued, having sustained a dislocated shoul- 
der. It was thought that three bodies were 
buried in the ruins.

A few days ago Pat Woods (colored) 
killed Constable Mike Bowen at McComb 
City, and escaped. Woods was subse- 
quently arrested and lodged in jail. A 
mob of masked men broke open the. jail, 
took Woods out and hanged him. 

Wiley Fryar, the seventeen year-old son 
of one of the leading magistrates of Hamil- 
ton County, Tennessee, was drowned a few 
days ago in less than three inches of wa- 
ter. He was passing a pool when he fell 
in an « pileptic fit, face downward, and 
when found was dead. Drowning was the 
cause of his death. 

Dr. Marken, of Adams County, Iowa, 
and Mrs. Eliza Park, who eloped together, 
deserting their lawful partners three 
months azo, wore ayrested at Jackson, 
Tenn., a few days ago and were ‘taken to 
Chattanooga. Marken is belioved to be 
implicated in a bank robbery, and it is al- 
leged that $2,500 is offered for his arrest. 
The pair were sent back to lowa. 

A singular fatality occurred at Royston, 
Ga., a few days ago, in which spontaneous 
combustion exploded a crib of corn on the 
farm of James Shirley. He had packed the 
corn very closely and left the crib uncov- 
ered. Rain came, when the corn swelled 
and burst the crib in every direction, some 
of the corn flying thirty feet away, one of 
the cobs striking a negro, who was stand- 
ing by, on the temple, killing him in- 
stantly. 

The police of Memphis, Tenn., have suc- 
ceeded in arresting Willis Cole,a negro, 
who on the night of the 22d of last Septem- 
ber stabbed and killed Joseph Grimes, a 
plumber. The killing was very mysterious. 
Grimes was in company with a companion 
going toacircus. He stumbled up against 
a negro man and woman, when the negro 
man drewa knife and stabbed Grimes, 
killing him instantly. - There was “no clew 
as towhothe man and woman were, as 
they disappeared inthe darkness imme- 
diately afterward.

THE LONDON EXPLOSIONS. 


The Suspected -Dynamiter—Policeman 
Coie’s Condition—Expressions of the Lon- 
don Préss—Innocent Irish Employes Suf- 
fering for the Crimes of the Fanatics. 


LONDON, January 27. 

The man arrested on suspicion ef 
being implicated in Saturday’s outrages 
is confined at the Bow Street Police 
Court. The police refuse any informa- 
tion whatever concerning him. All the 
persons injured by the explosions are re- 
ported to be progr-ssing as wellas could 
be expected. Policeman Cole has made 
a forinal statement of the circ.mstances 
attending the explosion in Westminster 
Hall. He says that when he picked up 
the suspected bundle in the crypt he 
was surprised at its weight. Ile deter- 
mined to carry it outside the build- 
ing, but when he reached the 
top of the steps leading from the crypt, 
he felt something burn his hands, and 
looking under the package saw that an 
oily substance was oozing fromit. The 
pain was so great that he was unable to 
retain his hold. He dropped the bundle, 
and remembers nothing more until he 
found himself under medical treatment 
after being restored to consciousness. 





The police have no doubt that the 
liquid which leaked from the 
bundle was sulphuric acid, and 


Cele’s statement on this point confirms a 
theory which had been advanced, that the 
arrangement of the infernal machine was 
such that the dynamite was exploded by 
means of an acid which had firss to burn 
through a cotton plug, thus allowing the 
person depositing the package time to 
escape beyond danger before the ex- 
plosion occurred. A movement has been 
started to reward Cole for his pluck in 
trying to remove the dynamite. 

Orders have been issued rigidly ex- 
cluding visitors from the State apart- 
ments of Windsor Castle. 

The papers are in receipt of hundreds 
of letters relative to the explosions which 
they lack space to publish. Many of the 
letters urge retaliation upon Lrishmen 
everywhere. Some of the Ietters are 
from laborers, stating that many 
einployers notified the Irishmen in their 
employ the first thing Monday morning 
that their services would no longer be 
required. Others, immediately on hear- 
ing of the outrages, posted placards stat- 
ing that they would fave no Lrishmen in 
their employ. 

The Daily Telegraph says it would bea 
poor compliment to the Americans to 
praise their action in regard t»> the explo- 
sion. ‘They must rise to the point of 
overthrowing Rossa and Ford, who are 
the fountain source of the dynamité out- 
tee suey Wees says: “It is almost an 
insult to ask Knglishmen to keep calm, 
yet we do ask it. Probably the next at- 
tempt of the dynamiters will be ou an in- 
fant school.” 

The Standard this morning says: We ask 
no favor of the United States Govern:nent,. 
We only ask our brothers across the At- 
lantic to do what they fee! to be right. 
We wish for no measure incompatible 
with social freedom. 

The Standard also appeals to the Brit- 
ish people not to wreak vengeance upon 
Irishmen for the acts of fanatics. 

The 7imes has an article regarding Mr.

OKLAHOMA. 


A Former Report of Senator Cameron, 
From the Committee on Indian Affairs, 
Showing Why the Disputed Territory Is 
Not Open for Scttlement—Secretary Tel- 
ler’s Opinion, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., January 26. 
The recent inquiry in the Senate relative 
to the Oklahoma lands could well be an- 
swered in the report of Senator Cameron, 
from the Committee on Indian Affairs, 
made just @ year ago. 

The country known as ‘“Oklahoma’’ cov- 

ers a portion of the lands ceded to the 





United States by the treaties of 
1866, with the Creek and Seminole 
nations of Indians, respectively, the 
unassigned portions of which extend 


from the Canadian River on the south to 
the Cimarron River on the north, and 
from the country of the Cheyennes and 
Arapahoes on the west to the country oc- 
cupied by the Iowas, Kickapoos and Pot- 
tawatomies on the east. The third arti- 
cle of the treaty of 1860 with the Creeks 
provides that: In compliance with the 


desire of the United States to lo- 
cate other Irdians and  freedmen 
thereon, the Creeks hereby cede and 


convey to the United States, to be sold 
to and used as homes for such other civ- 
ilized Indians as the United States may 
choose to settle thereon, the west half of 
their entire domain, to be divided bya 
line running north and south. The third 
article of the treaty of 1866 with the 
Seminoles provides that, in compliance 
with the desire of the United States to 
locate other Indians and _ freedmen 
thereon, the Seminoles cede and convey 
to the United States their lands. These 
respective articles not only show the 
object and 
PURPOSE OF THE CESSION, 

but they fix the status of the land and ex- 
plicitly define the purpose for which ced- 
ed and the manner of its disposition. In 
aletterto the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs, dated April 25, 1879, the Secre- 
tary of the Interior says: ‘By the inter- 
course act of June 80, 1854, this tract of 
territory, with others, was declared In- 
dian country, and for its government the 
base was enacted of the present inter- 
course laws, as embodied in the revised 
statutes, sections 2111 and 2157. Since 
that period, although the boundary of the 
Indian country has been yaried under the 
operation of numerous laws, the whole 
Indian Territory has been regarded as 
Indian country, subject to no State or 
Territorial laws, and excepted from ju- 
dicial process except under special en- 
actments providing fora limited and re- 
stricted jurisdiction for the purposes of 
owk.8 2 $a % , ° Line wamhh..ee © 639) => 2 s 
statutes, attached to the Western District 
of Arkansas. 


LEGAL STATUS. 

one of the lands or general laws of 
the United States have been extended to 
any part of the Indian Territory, except 
us to crimes and punishments, and other 
provisions regulating the intercourse 
acts. This being the condition of things, 
it is clear that nb authorized settlement 
could be mad® by any person in the Ter- 
ritory, except under the provisions of the 
intercourse Jaws, such persons having 
first obtained the permission provided for 
in those statutes. i 

“It may be further stated that no part 
of said Territory remains free from appro- 
priation, either to a direct trust assumed 
by treaty, or by reservations thereon un- 
der executive order, except that portion 
still claimed by the State of Texas, lying 
between the Red River and the North 
Fork of the same.”’ 

It will be seen by this letter from the 
Secretary of the Interior, that the present 
legai status of the “Oklahoma Lands” 
is that they are reserved by treaty stipu- 
lation for the puprpose of settling In- 
dians and freedmen thereon. ‘The fact 
that no other dispesition of them can be 
made except in violation of treaty stipu- 
lations was, inthe opinion of the com- 
mittee, a sufficient objection to granting 
the prayer of the petitions for the open- 
ing of thé lands to settlement. It may be 
proper in this connection to state that 
the ‘“freedmen referred to in the several 
treaties of 1866 are held by the interior 
department to be such persons of African 
descent as were formerly held as slaves 
by the several tribes or nations in the In- 


| dian Territory.’ 


NOT SUBJECT TO ENTRY. 

The Secretary of the Interior says none 
of the land or general laws of the United 
States have been extended to any part 
of the Indian Territory, except as to 
crimes and punishments and other pro- 
visions regulated by the intercourse 
acts. This being the case, no portion 
of the lunds within the Indian Territory 
is subject to entry under the land laws of 
of the United States, and no portion 
thereof can be made subject to such 
entry by the action of the execative in 
the present status of said lands. Those 
lands were acquired by treaties with the 
various Indian nations or tribes in that 
Territory in 1866, to be held for Indian 
purposes, and to some extent for the set- 
tlement of the former slaves of some of 
said nations or portions thereof. The 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs says none 
of the Indians in the Indian Territory, 
while they maintain their present status, 
are subject to entry under the land laws 
of the United States, and none can be 
made subject to entry by the action of 
the Executive.

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What We Did With the Cow; or, 
Rather, What the Cow 
Did to Us. 4 





Jerusalem Valley, about twenty miles 
long and five miles in width at its lower 
end, lies between two outlying spurs of 
the Sierra La Sal. Near the upper end 
of it, where the concave of lofty bluffs 
walls itround, our little party had made 
a permanent camp, intending to re- 
main for several weeks, since the 
locality furnished in abundance those 
four requisites of a camping-out excur- 
sion, namely, grass for the horses, 
game, wood and good water. 

Three miles below us a party of cow- 
Dboys were in quarters at a ‘‘dug-out,”’ 
and another squad of the same ‘‘out- 
fit’? had their camp at the lower end of 
the valley; while between them ranged 
their cattle, some thousands in num- 
ber. 

We had been living on a purely veni- 
eon diet so long that it had quite lost 
its relish, and had become distasteful, 
in fact; such at least was the condition 
of the writer’s palate.

‘‘Mornin’, stranger!’ he said cheer- 
ily, as he came into the light. 

“I rode 
over to see if you could sell us some 
beef.”’ 

**Sell you some beef? No, sir! you 
can't buy no beef of this outfit.” 

The reply took me aback; but though 
the refusal seemed abrupt and ungra- 
cious, yet the tone in which it was de- 
livered was so hearty that I ventured 
toask: 

“Why not?” 

“Well, we ain’t in the habit of sellin’ 
beef to strangers. Thar’s a two-year- 
old hangin’ up down thar at the cor- 
ral. Cut off what you want an’ take 
it along, but don’t never offer to pay a 
‘cow-man’ for beef!”’ 

‘But I would much rather pay you 
for it. There are half-a-dozen of us at 
the camp up there”’ 

‘Don’t care if there’s two dozen of 
you.” 

“And we'll be here a month or 
more’? —— 

“Don’t care if you stay six months.” 

“And we'd like to make regular ar- 
rangements’’—— 

“Regular fiddlesticks! Here, you 
wait a minute,’’ and striding off to- 
wards the corral, he returned with a 
quarter of tender young beef on his 
shoulder. 

‘There, tie that onto your horse, an’ 
when it’s gone come an’ git some 
more. We allus keep a critter hangin’ 
up; an’ if we ain’t here just help your- 
self.” 

There was no resisting his blunt 
kindness, so I rode off with the beef, 
but, to be even with him, came back 
the next day with a deer I had shot. 

*Thankee!”’ said he, as I tumbled it 
from the saddle. ‘‘Ven’zun’s mity 
good eatin’, and we don’t git much of 
a chance to hunt. Ef you kin spare a 
little of that now and then, I'd like to 
buy some from you.”’ 

‘Well, we ain’t in the habit of sellin’ 
venison to strangers. When that’s 
gone, come and git some more. We 
allus keep a critter hangin’ up, and ef 
we ain’t there, just help yourself. But 
don't offer to pay a hunter for deer- 
meat.”’ 

He laughed as I quoted his own 
words of the day before, and from that 
moment we were friends. 

‘Little,’ said I, one day, as we were 
riding together, “I wonder that, with 
all the cows you fellows have, you 
don’t corral them, and have fresh milk 
and cream for your coffee.” 

*“foo much trouble. Coffee straight’s 
good enough for me. But you fellows 
ure welcome to it if you want it. Milk 
the whole vacada if you waniter, I 
don’t keer.” 

At camp that night I mentioned the 
watter to the boys, and it struck them 











favorably. The Judge's mouth had 
been watering for cream in his coffee 
ever since he joined us; and he hailed 
the proposition with delight. So the 
next morning we built a corral, or pen, 
of cottonwood logs, and in the after- 
noon started out to catch some calves;

I never saw such active, mercurial, 
elusive little beggars as those calves—- 
some of them not yet a month old! 
They were as spry as squarrels, as light- 
legged as deer, and as slippery as eels. 

They would gallop awkwardly on 
ahead of us for a few yards, till one 
would get the idea into his little pate 
that he was too far from his beloved 
mamma, when he would wheel as if on 
a pivot, and with a_ plaintive 
“*va-a-a-a-p!’? seud back like a rabbit. 
Then away the rest would go, zig- 
zagging aud twisting here and there, 
worse than a jack-snipe on a windy 
day. If you were ahead of them, and 
tried to cut them off, they would bolt 
and dodge like a hare before the 
hounds. But if you were behind, or at 
the side, and rode at them to turn 
them, they wouldn't turn a bit, but 
keep straight on. A steer would sheer 
off if you come thundering down on 
his flank and he sees that there is dan- 
ger of a collision; but these little racers 
would scud right along, head and tail 
up, andif you didn’t hold up, you'd 
catch a somersault over them. 

The Judge, not suspecting the exist- 
ence of such idiotic perversity, fairly 
rode down the first one he attempted 
to overhaul, and calf, horse and rider 
tumbled together in the dirt. The calf 
was up and a hundred yards away be- 
fore the Judge regained his seat, and it 
cost him a scamper of a mile before he 
could turn it. 

At last, however, after infinite 
trouble, we succeeded in penning three 
of the calyes, and left them to be 
hunted up by their mothers. These 
latter we found when we got up the 
next morning, vainly trying to reach 
their imprisoned offspring through the 
corral fence.

Finally, 
my brother John took a lariat, and 
climbing a tree, lay out on alimb about 
twenty feet from the ground. The 
rest of us on horseback, then tried to 
drive the cows under the limb. Two 
soon took fright and broke away 
through the woods, but a third, a beau- 
tiful black heifer, would not leave her 
calf. 

She was a very handsome animal, as 
slender as a deer, and her horns, a 
yard from tip to tip, curved up and out 
like Turkish scimitars, tapering to 
points as fine as a bayonets. 

She dodged us here and there like a 
will-o’-the-wisp, now and then mak- 


‘ing a quick dash at one of us, and 


necessitating some abrupt movements 
on our part, till, in one of her rushes,
